Uprisings 
began in Tunisia, where, as 2010 ended, a young 
vendor protesting the confiscation of his wares 
set himself on fire. Discontent spread to Egypt 
and Yemen as 2011 began, and in the months 
that followed those governments and leaders from 
Bahrain, Libya and Syria were under siege. By year's 
end, the presidents of Tunisia, Egypt and Yemen had 
stepped down and Libya's Moammar Gadhafi and his 
son Mutassim had been assassinated. Tunisians went 
to the polls in October 2011 and the Egyptian election 
took place just a month later. The protests continued 
despite high costs: thousands of lives (5,000 in Syria 
alone) and billions of dollars were lost. 
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WAVES OF CHANGE Former Egyptian 
President Hosni Mubarak, who had been 
in power since 1981, was ousted in 2011. 

He was later put on trial for allegedly 
ordering the killing of protesters. EGYPTIAN 
PROTESTERS Waving their national flag and 
shouting slogans, thousands crowded Cairo's 
Tahrir Square to demand political change 
as anger grows with the military rulers over 
the slow pace of reform. TOGETHER IN 
PROTEST The flags of Syria, Tunisia, Yemen, 
Egypt and Libya were painted on participants' 
palms during a demonstration in Yemen.
